County Engineer Steve Middle- 
ton this week recommended that 
the county commission take . steps 
to build a new prison stockade to 
continue to use prisoners for coun- 
ty labor. 

Middleton also told the board 
that despite recent criticism of 
costs of operating the county 
stockade, the operation was being 
carried out at less expense than 
similar operations conducted by 
the state. 

Middleton pointed to recent fig- 
ures which showed cost of county 
prisoner work day at $4.86. Using 
county costs and figuring them on 
a scale used by the state, the en- 
gineer said county costs dropped 
to $3.81 per prison work day. 

He added that county food costs 
per man per day were .56 while the 
state spends .99. It costs the state 
$138 a month per man while the 


County gets the same work 
$103 per man Middleton said. 

The engineers report was the re- 
sult of recent commission action 
ordering an investigation of costs 
of operating the stockade. 

In other actions this week the 
commission: 

Said it was not interested in con- 
sidering any proposals for selling 
liquor at International Airport 
terminal. 

Voted to give the Gulf Stream 
Boy Scout Council six months to 
remove its property at John Prince 
Park and to turn the land back to 
the county.

$857,941 State Industrial Commis- 
sion Chairman James T. Vocelle re- 
ports.

‘were 164,188 job-connected injuries 


and 202 fatalities last yeah Totul 
cost as paid by employer insurance 
policies was $17,930,602. ~ . 

“This is a terrible toll of human 
and economic resources of this 
State,” Vocelle said. Dade County 
was high in injuties with 45,759 
costs totaling $5,183,800. 

Leaders from industry, repre= 
senting both labor, management 
and the public, now are working 
to develop safety codes covering 
occupational hazards. “If we can 
develop good safety codes we be- 
lieve they can do more than any-

\Florida Is Ready 
For More Visitors 


Floridians are prepared for an 
expanded winter tourist season 
with an indication of 5 per cent 
more visitors than last season. 

Of the many new facilities built 
n the state, approximately 25,000 
additional rooms and some 35,000 
more in restaurant seating capac- 
ity are d/signed to cater especially 
tot season's visitors the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce said 
yesterday. 

Yiorida's year-round tourism has 
axen on a new look in recent 
years with an increase in summer 
visitors and more widespread pop- 
ularity of “package” tours. Esti- 
mates of the level of tourism dur- 
ing the calendar year, 1957 are 
given in this week's business re- 
view of the State Chamber's re- 
search and industrial division. 

heSe estimates are admittedly 
conservative for the sake of real- 
ism. 

By year’s end, 6,100,000 tourist 
will have visited Florida. Of this 
number, 1,586,000, or 26 per cent, 
came to Florida during the past 
summer months of May, June, July 
and August. Tourism contributed 
$1,150,000,000 to the total personal 
income fo Floridians last year, 
with summer tourists accounting 
for $241,500,000, or 21 per cent of 
the total.

Every community in Palm Beach 
county is expected to benefit from 
a new industrial promotion pro-
